AGAIN MAKES START. 


Pierre Vedrine, „ undismayed by the 


wreck of his own machine, yesterday 
just prior to the disaster in which 
the French minister of war, was killed, 
again started in the Paris-to-Madrid 
race early this morning. 


M. Train, who in trying to avoid 


crashing into a squadron of cuiras- 
siers galloping across 
the 
military 


field, caused yesterday's tragedy, and 
who was entitled, under the condi- 
tions of the race, to make another 
start in the international flight con- 
test, announced that he had no heaijt 
to do so because of his terrible mis- 
hap. 
Four other aviators,' Weyinann, 
Frey, Garnier and Ferrept,. also re- 
tired from the race. 


Verdine, at 3:30 this morning, took 
a preliminary flight around the field 
at .Issy-Les-Molineaux for the purpose 
of testing his motor and then at 4:11 
o'clock rose high in the air and dis- 
appeared 
swiftly in the fog toward 


Angouleine, the first stage of 
the 


race. 


PEOPLE STUNNED. 


There were no cheers when 
the 


aviator started on his flight, the peo- 
ple seemingly being stunned by the 
accident attending the opening of the 
event. 
The crowd* and the 
judges, 


however, remained on the 
aviation 


field throughout the morning and re- 
ceived telegrams from 
the 
official 


timekeepers along the route of the 
flight.

Vedrine arrived at Angouleme at 


7:40 
o'clock, "having covered the 279 


miles in three hours and 39 minutes. 


The running time of the Southern 


Express between Paris and Angou- 
leme is five hours and 13 minutes.

cross-country 
flight 
His 


time was all the more extraordinary 
when it was considered that the air- 
man had made a stop at Btarnpes 35 
miles from Paris, to regulate his mo- 
tor.

When County Assessor Henry P. Dalton appeared before Judge 


William H. Waste this forenoon in the criminal department of the 
Superior Court, for his arraignment on the two indictments re- 


ly 
turned against him last Friday evening by the Grand Jury, Attorney 
William Lair Hill announced his temporary association with Attor- 
neys Gehring and Wyman in the defense, and then indicated that 
Dalton, in all probability, would attack the qualifications of the 
members of the Grand Jury to sit in inquisition upon him, and seek 
to set aside the indictments. He made a hard fight for a continu- 
ance of one month before the county assessor would be required to 
enter his plea in the felony cases pending, and this delay was strenu- 
ously opposed by the district attorney's office. Judge Waste sus- 
tained the attitude assumed by the latter, and finally fixed upon 
Thursday morning at 10 o'clock as the time when Dalton will be re- 
quired to appear in court again and plead guilty or not guilty to both 
charges.

negotiations, but declined to discuss 
Mexican affairs beyond saying he rec- 
ognized the authority of Senor de la 
Barra as the legally selected head of 
the'Mexican nation. 


While not directly saying so, Gen- 


eral Reyes appears 
to 
be 
greatly 


pleased with the selection of Foreign 
Minister de la Barra as provisional 
president. The general expects to re- 
ceive further instructions 
from 
his 


government during the day. The ref- 
erence to, Francisco de la" Barra as 
provisional president, of the Mexican 
republic probably indicates that this 
was the form in which the dispatch 
from de la Barra was-ireceivefl or is 
in anticipation of the assumption of 
that office by cle la Barra within the 
next few days under the terms of the 
p'eaoa agreement Just signed, which 
are as follows:

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Jhe Oakland and .Antioch Franchise. 


Tonight the application of the Oakland and Antioch Electric 


Railroad for a franchise permitting them to reach the western water 
front over Shafte'r avenue will come up in the Council. Shatter ave- 
nue is the only available route by which the railroad can .reach the 
Oakland water front. If the railway cannot get a right of way along 
that street it will be kept out of Oakland. 
. 
. 


It is a condition, not a theory that confronts the Council. The 


issue is: Shall the Oakland and Antioch Railroad be 'barred out of 
this city or allowed to enter and assist in building- up its -transporta- 
tion and commercial activities? The question is'a very large and im- 
portant one affecting the interests of the.whole city. It-rests with 
the Council to say whethe'r Oakland shall have another. railroad 
bringing the city into quick community with a large, fertile and 
growing territory or shut the door in the face of the company. 


There is opposition to granting the franchise, some of it in good 


faith, and some that is not. .We believe the protestants who-are act- 
ing in good faith are mistaken as to the effect the railroad will have 
on the property contiguous to the proposed line. Those who are 
objecting to serve an ulterior purpose should not be considered. 
The Council should look at the application from the broad stand- 
point of public policy and do what is best, for the whole city. 


Oakland has never yet turned'away a railroad that, came knock- 


ing at her door. Every other line has been given rights, of way on 
liberal terms and free access to the water front. . That is a41 that is 
asked for in this instance. As no alternative route is feasible, the 
issue resolves itself into a question of granting a franchise on Shaf- 
ter avenue. 
; 


AYhat this Council is asked to do tonight is to- pass to print the 


franchise ordinance. The franchise will not be finally granted by 
this action. The ordinance can still' be amended or denied oh final 
passage. Hence no rights can be infringed by taking this prelimi- 
nary step. The protestants will still have ample opportunity to 
present their objections and the grounds on which they are based. 
Therefore the ordinance should be passed to print for the purpose 
of bringing the matter to a final conclusion without further' delay. 


-. It is worthy of consideration that the proposed railroad will 


make its terminal, if granted a franchise, on the section of the west- 
ern water front now being improved.by the city. It will bring busi- 
ness to the wharves the municipality is building and contribute to 
the financial success of the water front development the city has 
undertaken. It will bring from a large district trade that has hitherto 
sought other markets through other channels. It will therefore be 
of material benefit to the merchants and tradesmen of Oakland. 


On this presentation the Council should take favorable' action— 


not as a final determination, but as a step preliminary to final deter- 
mination. When the franchise comes up for final passage its merits 
can be fully threshed out in open session and a conclusion reached. 
That is the reasonable and right way of-disposing of this matter. It 
is unfair to block all consideration of the application. 


The parliamentary leader of a great political party should not 


indulge in idle jesting when discussing questions of international 
policy. Other nations are not likely to see the humor of-it nor dis- 
miss as fun suggestions which touch the rights and integrity of 
other countries. Champ Clark's ill-timed pleasantry about annexa-r 
tion has provoked opposition to the Canadian reciprocity agreement 
in Canada and England. It has clone worse, for it has revived sus- 
picions all over South America as to our intentions with regard to 
Cuba and Mexico. 
Leading journals in. Argentina and Chile are 


quoting Speaker Clark's annexation remarks as an evidence that the 
United States is scheming to- annex the entire continent. They say 
the annexation of Cuba is shortly to be consummated, and that the 
United States army was mobilized on the- Mexican frontier as a 
preparatory step to taking possession of the country. So Mr. Clark's 
joke has turned out to be anything but funny. It is giving.trouble to 
our statesmen and merchants already. 


The coming of the sultry heat of summer will probably cause 


Congress to get a move on. Up to date the Senate has practically 
done nothing during the extra session. It has disposed of none of the 
legislation sent up by the House. Even the.apportionment bill has,not 
been acted on, although it is customary for the Senate to concur in 
apportionment bills passed by the House. The extra session was 
primarily called to put through the Canadian reciprocity bill. It was 
j.assccl promptly enough by the House, but the Senate has, merely 
sniffed at it and procrastinated. Probably the discomfort of heat 
will provoke action. It is to be hoped that:it will. The. spectacle 
of Congress killing time and playing peanut politics is not an edify- 
incr one. 


Colonel William Kent of Kentville threatens to sue the N'ew 


York Tribune for libel, but he will probably change his mind and 
not engage in legal controversy with the New York paper. Colonel 
Kent is aggrieved because the New York Tribune's Washington 
correspondent called attention to the fact that the Golconda Cattle 
Company, of which Colonel Kent is president, is under indictment 
in the United States District Court of Nevada on a charge-of illegal- 
ly fencing some 2400 acres of government land.. The correspondent 
pointed out that Colonel Kent urged the appointment of Charles W." 
Cobb to the position of Assistant Attorney General for the Interior 
Department. As the law ..officer for the Interior Department it 
would be Mr. Cobb's duty,to_prosecute Colonel Kent's cattle com-, 
pany. The Tribune correspondent intimated that Colonel Kent de- 
sires to compromise the case by paying rental for the land said to 
have been illegally fenced and having the criminal prosecution 
quashed. This does not seem to be a large ground for a libel suit.' 


Friends of Madero express fears that the revolutionary leader 


will be killed if he goes to the city of Mexico to treat with Diaz. 
There is danger to be sure, but the danger is much greater that Ma- 
dero will come to harm at the -hands of the insurrectos than that lie 
will be treacherously slain by the Federals. Some .of the revolu- 
tionary leaders are very much -opposed to making terms with Diaz. 
They want the war to continue, and they are grumbling at Madero's 
willingness to compromise with the old dictator. Some of the: more 
ambitious ones would probably not grieve if evil fortune should befall 
Madero on his journey to confer with Diaz. The crime could be 
charged to the Federals and there would be a' chance for somebody- 
else to head the revolution.

Mrs. Flem- 
ing's husband died twenty-five years ago 
and a son who survives is in Chile.

The law passed at the lost session 


of the legislature limiting the working 
time of women in various industries 
to eight hours a day or forty-eight 
hours a week went into effect this 
morning. 
It is expected that there 


will be a general compliance with its 
provisions in the northern part of the 
state but there is understood to be a 
disposition on the part of some of the 
hotel men of Los Angeles and that 
vicinity to contest It on the ground of 
unconstitutionallty. 


Regardless of that 
fact, however, 


the executive committee of the Hotel 
Men's Association of the state at a 
meeting which was held in San Fran- 
cisco, a few clays ago, decided to re- 
spect the measure and, as a conse- 
quence, the hotel men in this section 
are adapting themselves to the new 
order of things. 


The law In question provides that 


females shall not be employed "in any 
manufacturing, mechanical 
or 
mer- 
cantile establishment, laundry, hotel 
or restaurant, or telegraph or tele- 
phone establishment or by any express 
or transportation company more Chan 
eight hours a day or forty-eight hours 
a week." 


THOSE XOT AFFECTED. 


These provisions, however, do not 


affect the hours of. employment In 
the harvesting, curing, canning or dry- 
Ing of any variety of perishable fruit 
or vegetable. 


The law also insists that seats must 


be provided for female employest when 
they are not engaged in the active du- 
ties of their employment. The . pen- 
alty for the violation of the law is a 
fine of not less than 350 nor more 
than $200 nor fewur than five nor 
more than thirty days In the county 
lail, or both. 
' 


A c.anvass of a number of places in 


this city where women are employed 
showed today that the law is being re- 
spected and that the employers are 
adapting themselves to the new order 
of things. 
In the principal laundries 


of .this city, namely, the Cascade, Con- 
tra Costa, Domestic, Oakland, Man- 
hattan, Union 
French, White 
Star, 


New Method, Troy, California and sev- 
eral others, there has been a com- 
pliance with the measure by a change 
of the time of commencing and end- 
Ing- • the 
day's work. 
On Mondays, 
'.he women will go to work at 9:30 in 
tho morning and quit at 6:30 in the 
evening, with an hour for dinner. On 
other days save Saturday they will go 
to work at 8:30 in the morning and 
leave off at 5:30 p. m., \vlth the same 
time for dinner. 
On Saturday, the 


hours will be from 7:30 In the morn- 
ing to 4:30 in the afternoon with the 
usual time for 
dinner. 
Heretofore, 


these laundries have Worked their em- 
ployes nine hours a day. 


WILL INCREASE FORCE. 


The change will require all these 


laundries to Increase thalr force 
employes. 
Manager John Jordan of 


the Athens hotel says ho has had to 
employ extra wa'itsesses and other help 
because 
of 
the 
new 
requirement, 


which means an additional expendi- 
ture to him. It also meant the clos- 
ing down of the dining room at an 
earlier hour In the.night than hereto- 
fore has been the case. 
In the office o£ the Sunset Tele- 


phone company there will be practi- 
cally no change for the reason that 
the "women there have not been work-. 
Ing In excess of the requirements of 
the new order of things. 
In some of 
the smaller places, where 
the . girls 


worked more than eight hours, relief 
will be found in the employment of 
local people for a certain length of 
tlmo to relieve the regular operators.
